2. The present application does not meet the requirements of Article 33 (2) PCT 
because the subject-matter of independent claim 1 is not new. 

The document D1 discloses an oat feed for equlnes comprising oats and containing a 
supplement having components which include lysine, iodine, copper, magnesium, zinc 
and calcium (see D1; column 6, paragraph 1; example 7). 

The document D2 discloses an oat containing feed for horses containing oats and a 
feed supplement containing components which include lysine, iodine, copper, limestone 
and zinc. Commercial limestone is known to be a mixture of CaCOa, CaO and up to 
21% magnesium oxide (see D2; table 1). 

The document D3 discloses an oat containing feed for horses which also includes a 
feed supplement containing components which include lysine, iodine, copper, limestone 
and zinc. Commercial limestone is known to be a mixture of CaCOg, CaO and up to 
21% magnesium oxide (see D3; table 1). 

3. Dependent claims 2-14 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect 
of novelty and/or inventive step, as the features of these dependent claims have 
already been employed for the same purpose in similar compositions and processes 
(see whole document D1 - D3). 
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
